Canada has large areas of hard- 
wood forest, and even of mixed for- 
cst_in which hardwoods predomin- 
ate. says the Natural Resources In-! 
sclligence Service of the Department 
of the Interior. One of the prob- 
lems of forestry is what use to 
make of the hardwoods. If the trees 
could be taken out and utilized at 
the same time as the coniferoun tim- 
her is being cut it would materially 
lessen the difficulties of lumbering 
and reducethe expense of taking out 
the wood. The limited markets, how 
ever, restrict the development of the 
hardwocd industry, with the conse- 
quence that much of the wood is 
wasted. Hardwoods as a whole are 
more defective than softwoods, and, 
in order to cover the cost of taking 
out the material, the closest utiliza- 
tion of every log, not of maple on- 
ly, but of all the specics, for the apr- 
ticular product for which it is best 
suited, ix necessary to secure satis- 
factory returns in the hardwood in- 
dastry.

Ottawa, Nov. 6.—Fight and a 
half per cent. more children between 
the ages of five and 19 years attend- 
ed school in 1921 than in 1911, ac- 
cording toa census bulletin just is- 
In 1901 42.13 per cent, of the 
school population attended school for 
rome period: in 2911-there was a 
slight improvement, the percentage 
rising to 25.238; while according to 
the 1921 census the attendance was 
61.32 per cent., or 2,763,728 schoo} 
children. 

Of the total school attendance 
when the 1921 census was taken 
88.5 per cent. were Canadian born. 
5.6 per cent. British born, and 5.9 
per cent. foreign born. Of the Can- 
adian born 62.93 per cent. attended 
school for some period in the year. 
Eighty-nine per cent.,of the 1,508,- 
846 children between the aes of 
seven and 14 in the nine provinces 
attended school for some. periods of 
the year, and 80.26 per cent. were 
at school from seven to nine mmenth 
in the school year, :

The very first aerial stowaway 
ever known was discovered recently 
aboard a plane in the Laurentide 
Air Service, Limited, operating on 
its Rouyn gold fields service in asso- 
ciation with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The serious effect of the 
extra weight on the fiying powers 
of the machine was so noticeable 
that it led to the man’s discovery. 
As he had hidden, himseif with a 
desire to see his sick wife and child, 
he was not punished. 

The enormous contribution to the 
wealth of Canada made by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway was alluded to 
by E. W. Beatty, K.C. Chairman 
and President ‘of ‘the Company, 
when, speaking at Welland, Ont., on 
November 7th, ‘at the celebration of 
the 100th anniversary of the build- 
ing of the first Welland Canal, he 
stated that the company in 1923 dis- 
persed in the Dominion $202,000,000 
in wages and materials, and $7,000,- 
000 in taxes of all kinds. 





November 7th was the 29th annl- 
versary of the driving of the last 
spike in the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific. Railway, an event 
which completed the Domirion's | 
first transcontinental railroad, ful-' 
filled the terms of Confederation 
and made Canada a nation. A stone 
monument now marks the spot at 
Craigel'schie, in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, where Lord Strathcona (then 
’Sir Donald A. Smith) wielded the 
hammer which united East and 
Weat.

Manufacturers in other countries havé their representatives taking orders 
here, picking up all lines that show a easonable prokt and Canadian pro- 
ducers are left with only cheap lines to struggle with. If this is allowed to 
continue nach longer a good maxy mpre Canadian factories may just as 
well close down. ; 

Besides we have sales tax, increased heavily in the last three years, to 
contend with. This necessarily adds to the workers’ cost of living, the re- 
ult is the Canadian factory is driven either to close down, or be turned into 
a sweat shop and this Canadian workmen will not tolerate; they want to live 
like human beings. ! - 

Factories aro just as important to a country as any other butiness. 
Everything you can add in the way of business in a country helps that coun- 
try just that much and makes it just that much better and bigger. The 
Government is wrong; it is strangling the industries of tho country, the in- 
dustrics that provide work and hold popelation—and it should be told so.

A small dust gun or bellows, cost- 
ing about $1.50, is an excellent thing 
to apply the powder with, and Is 
much superior to the dusting can, 
as it enables a person to blow the 
substance into cracks and crevices 
where the insects may be hiding and 
where they rould not be reached by 
the can, 
How to Prepare for Treatment. 
Before each treatment sweep the 
room well, and then leave the pow- 
der undisterbed for several days. 
Sweep up again and make another 
application. This may have to be re- 
peated several times, and each time 
care should be taken to discover, if 
possible, overlooked areas and treat 
them. Usually two or three dustinxs 
will destroy almost all the cock- 
roaches, even In a large Institution, 
but sometimes it Is so diMcult to find 
all the hiding places that several 
applications will be necessary. All 
that is required, however, to’ eradi- 
cate the pest Is care and persever- 
ence. That the powder does kill the 
cockroaches will be shown plainiy 
after the frst treatment; for fn a 
day’s time nurverous cockroaches will 
he found dead here and there over 
the floor,
